F the Lord were as forgetfull of our Obligations 
] as weare, or ifhe did remember our fins no bet- 
ter than we do remember duties :. or if our un+ 
ſenſibleneſle of our iniquities were the cure of our 
maladies ; or if there were any ſecurity to our ſouls 
in our ſecurity, in our tranſgreſſions; I might _ 


- with ſome juſtice to be cenſured', as troubleſome 


and impertinent, in going about to revive theſe 
Oathes, that have Jain ſo long for dead in theſe Na- 
tionsz and have been for ſo many years buried in 
the grave of Oblivion 5 or to amaze or diſquiet the 
Nation with the noife and the clamour of them : but 
when I have confidered how dangerous it is for peo 
p:e to [ſeep by the Devils '0pinm, and how. much 
better it is, that a people ſhould be troubled}, than 
that they ſhould be deftroyed ; and that they ſhould. 
be deſturbed out of their moſt pleaſant flumbergand 
dreams,than that they ſhould'enjoy their quiet with 
the dreadfull flames of Gods wrath and indignation, 
menaced againſt a perjured People about their cars,

ready to feize upon them, both to their temporal and 
- eternal deftruction. I cannot but conclude it to be 
- mach fater for rhem,'and mpch: mare tolerable unto 
them, to be awaked to Repentance, by the voice of 
theſe Oathes, and by the diſcovery of the Obliga- 
tion, that thereby. lyes upon this Nation; and of the 
grievous {ins that have been committed, and are ſtill 
too much Juſtiffed againſt them, than that they 
ſhould be awaked by the ſurprizal of that dreadfull 
judgment of God, which hangs over them for ſuch 
high tranſgreſſions. The law of Oathes, - is one of 
the moſt awfull, and moſt inviolable precepts that 
God hath given tothe world, and may ſeemto have 
as much of the fire of Mount $i:4h in it, as any com- 

mandement of either Table. The ſecond Comman- 

dement hath indeed a dreadfull ſtream and floud of 
flaming wrath running down upon the tranſgreſſors 

of it, from generation to generation; but it is allay- 

ed as it were, with a flood of mercy, unto thoſe that 

love the Lord, and ſhew their love in obedience 

thereunto. 

The fifth Commandment, which is the Command 
of obedience unto thoſe powers, that God hath ſet 
over us in the world, which is the importance of 
theſe Oathes, is the firſt Commandment, with pro- 
mife, and ſweetned with the aſſurance of Gods bleſ- 
ſing,upon thoſe that ſhall perform their daties there- 
unto. But the third Commandement is fortified 
with a wall of fire; wherein God threatneth not to 
hold them guiltleſſe, that taketh his name in vaine. . 
T be offence whereof, is-moſt grievouſly committed 
in the dreadfull and hainous fins of perjury, which Þ |

the mark of that flying rowle and curſe, that gueth' ' 
forth over the face of: the whole earth, to conſume / 
thoſe that offend therein,'Zech. 5.2, 3,4. inſomuch 
(that as Wonarinus obſerveth, ont of the Book of the - 
Jews , concerning the negative Precept ) they'were 
wont to terrifie thoſe thit were totake an Oath with 
theſe expreſſions, Scito toturriorbert horruiſſe in l/s kork. 
in qui Dens dixit non aſſumes nomen[Dei in vanum, er 
Know thou that the whol worldtrembledat the hour 
wherein God ſaid, Thou ſhalt not take th:Name of God in ' 
vain: and all the ſins: which are wrinten in thelaw;

Perjury conſumeth and 'deſtroyeth 
even thoſe things which fire cannot conſume : Since” 
therefore;there is ſomuch danger in the fins com-+ 
mitted againſt theſe Oathes ; expoſing not onely to: 
thejudgement of the ſecond Commandment,as they 
are the moſt horrid ſort of ſins againſt that,and to the: 
forfeiture of the blefling of the ifth Commandment;: 
as they are ſinnes of diſobedience againſt that'Com-' 
mandment; itcan beno way ſafe for the people of 
this land,to be ſuffered to ſleep in fuch grievous ſins: 
I hope therefore, there needs no further Apology to 
ſecure me from the juſt diſpleaſure of any , for that 
I have endeavoured to rouſe up the people of this 
Land, by the publiſhing of theſe Oathes, to a deep 
ſenſe of the great and hainous ſins that they lye un- 
der, by the violation of theſe Oathes, and toa return 
unto thoſe duties that they require of them : What 
I have done in the Explication of them, and in _

Some breif Obſervations concerning the Oathes of 
Supremacy and Allegiance. 


Diſcovering the great obl igation that lieth upon the Conſciences of 

the People of this Land, binding to the performance of them,and 

the great and borrid Impieties that have been committed in 
their violation. 


Obſervation 1. | 

27 Hat of all Obligations , that it is poſſible for the 

. Creatures to lay upon themſelves, there is none 

| moreſacred, none more inviolable, none of more 
dreadfull conſequence in the violation, none of greater 
imporcance to Religion towards God, or to the good and 
peace of humane ſociety ; than an Oath. It beingan ap- 
peale to the great God of Heaven and Earthzas a Wiene e 
and a Judge of the Truth of our Afertions, and the fide- 
lity of-our Promiſes; together with an Obligation of cur 
. ſelves, tothe forfeiture of his Mercy and Favour , and - 
the 


neither the Pope,nor any other perſon whatſoever , hath 


bal SERIE; 
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the Curſe and Judgement of God upon our ſoules, in caſe 
we deale fraudulently and unfaithfully with him, 

Obſer. i}. That a publick Oach that is made by the pub= 
lick Authority of a Nation , to binde the people of the 
Land, is of ſo great force and power, that it doth not one= 
ly binde thoſe that made it,and have taken it, but alſoall 
the people of the Nation , and not cnely thoſe that are 
then in being,when the ſaid Oaths were made and taken, 
but alſo all their ſucceeding Poſterity, thac arewithin the 
deſigne, and the purpoſe of the ſaid Oaths; as doth emi- 
nenrt]y appear by the force and power that was in the 
Oath,which was made and taken by Foſkuahb and the Prin- 
ces of Iſrael, in the 9. chap. of Foſkuah , which bound not 
onely Foſhuah and the Princes , who made and took the 
faid Oath ; but alſo all the people of the land,and all ther 
ſucceeding poſterity * as 1s manifeft by comparing that 
paſſage in the g. of Foſpnah with the 21. chap. of the 2. book 
of Samuel, from the i. verſe, to the end of the 14 where 
the breach ofthe Oath of Foſhuah and the Princes by Saul 
in ſlaying of the Gibeonites was puniſhed in the time of Da- 
vid with three years Famine upon the land and people of 
Iſrael. 
7 Ciftr IM. That though there be many infirmities and 


" . - miſcarriages committed in the making and taking of theſe

publick Oathes, and although the things that they oblige 
unto, proveto be againſt the Intereſt of che people ; and 
although the breach or violation thereofghath the counte= 
nance of faire and ſpecious intents and ends, feemingly 
conducing unto the publick good of the people; yet nei- 
ther all nor any of thoſe pretentions doth either make 
void the Obligation of thoſe Oaths, nor deliver the people 
from the great guilt of the fin which is committed in the | 
violation thereof; nor ſecure them from the dreadfull 
Judgment of God ? As appears clearly by the ſevere pro- 
ceeding of Almighty God, in the judgement that he ſent 
upon the people of Iſrael, for the breach of chat Oath that 
was made unto the Gibeonttes, notwithſtanding that it was 


obtained by a palpable lye and falſhood , aflumed rafhly 
without

without conſulting with £ od : Proved to be againſt a di- 
rettion that God hymſelf gave unto the people, for thede- 
ficu&ion of thoſe very Giveonites , amongſt the reſt of the 
Nations that inhabited the land of Cenaan, and expreſly 
prohibiting them to make any Covenant with them,orto 
fhew them favour, as appears, Dent. 7.9.1,2. and was ma- 
nifeſtly againft the conſent and intereſt of rhe people, and 
was broken by Saul, in his zealto the houſe of Iſrael and 
Judah, as appears, 2 Sam, 21.9.2, which yer was puniſhed 
with ſo great a judgment, as three years Famine upon the 
children of Iſrael, and could not be expiated without the 
deftruftion of diversof the poſterity of Sal _ 

Obſer. IV. That the cuſtome of Qaths made unto. Prin- 
ces by the people, is no att of unlawfull Tyranny or Op- 
prefſion, but hath its foundation and warrant in the word 
of God, asin the 2 Kznes 11.v.4.17, Where Athaliah had 
uſurped the Kingdome, was depeſed and flain, and the 


pouee were engaged in an Oath and Covenant unto Jo- 
ſua 


-#he lawful Succeſſor in the Kingdomegby the means 
of Fehoiada the Prieſt : and in the $, of Eccleſiaſtes v.2, Q- 
bedience unto the King is required of the people, in re- 
gard of the Oath of God; and mn the 17. of Ezekzel v.13, 
142 159.16. as alſo in the 18, 19, 2c. vrſes of the ſame 
Chapter. you finde God ſeverely threatning the breach of 
that Oath of Fidelity that was taxen by Zedekioh unto the 
King of Babylon, notwithſtanding he was an enemy tothe 
truth of God,and a great oppreffor of the people. 
' Obſer, V.. That the Oaths of Supremacy and Allegiance 


muſt needs be allowed to have in them all that ſacred - 


force and binding power that hath been before mention= 
ed, to binde the people of theſe Nations,and all their ſuc- 
ceeding poſterity , either tothe juſt and faithfull perfor- 
mance of them , or to the undergoing of the dreadfull 


Judgment of Gods wrath and eternal- indignation, 
which is invoked upon the breach of themyif it benot uu |

vented by timely repentance, and that upon. theſe 
ſeyerall Confiderations.. 


1. Be» 
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7. Becauſe theſe oaths ade & taken by the pub- 
Tick auchority of theſe Nations, who in thar and other 
publick a&s did repreſent the whole people of che land. 

2. 'Becauſc they are nct avoydable by thoſe infirmities 
that have been formerly noted in the oath of Joſe, 
and the Princes of Iſrael, which as they cannot be im- 
puced unto theſe Oaths,ſoneither if they were imputable 
unto them,would they be invalidated thereby. 

3. Becauſe theſe oaths appears now clearly enough by the 
fad conſequences of their violations nor to ſtand oppoſite 
to the intereſt of the People, bur to conduce exceeding» 
ly thereunto, and ifit were otherwiſe ; the validity of an 
Oath doth not depend upon the compliance with politick 
intereſt,as hath been before ſhewed, bur ſtands firme and 
binding with a oz obſtante thereagainſt, ſo that no pres» 
tence of the miſtake or change of intereſt can be plea- 
ded in barre tothe obligation of theſe Qaths, 

4. Becauſe the force of theſe Oaths cannot die of age, 
no more then the Oath made unto the Gzheonztes did, in 
all that time, which interceded berween Foſhna and"Sarl, 
but are ſtill in as great and full force and power for the 
binding of conſcience , as if they had been made and ta- 
ken bur yeſterday or this very hour. 

5. Becauſe no ſpecious pretences of the good of the 
people to be obtained by the breach of chem, nor fair in- 
rention of thoſe that violate them,caneirther juſtify them 
or diſcharge from their obligation, as is manifeſt in the 
caſe befcre prope 

So that by all that hath been ſaid , theſe Oaths of Su- 
premacy andAllegiance do remain at this day in their full 
force and vigor,to bind the people of this land, and their 
poſterity unto theKing and his fleirs and Succeflours, to 
all inrents and purpoſes, for which they were firſt made, 
and that under the penalty of eternal deſtruft:on, ifthey 
ſhall wilfully continne in the breach thereof. 

O8ſer. VI. Obſerve thar noſucceeding Oath , or Cove« 
nant, Proteftation,'or Incagement whatſoever, that doth 


either contradidt or limit a precedent lawfull Oath, can 
ether

either be lawfully taken , or being caken, is of any force 
.at.all, either to make void, or diminiſh, or circumſcribe 
the force of the foregoing lawful Oath; For Oaths are not 
like Wills and Teſtaments , which being but the free dee 
claxations of the preſent wills of them, that make them 
are controulable by any ſuccede-it declarations , or 
Teftaments , ſo that the laſt Will doth prevail againſt 
all that have gone beforeit ; but Oaths and promiſes and 
obligations, whereby we bind our (elves to others, whe- 
ther God or man , put ſuck limits and bounds upon our 
wills, that we have no power to coutradict or limit them 
by any ſuccedent Oaths, or obligations whatſoever . But 
the firſt lawfull Qath ſtands firm and inviolable againſt all 
that ſhall beraken afterwards, in the whole, and in every 
part, and the full extent of the tenor thereof : otherwiſe 
an Oath were not an end ofall ſtrife , as it is declared to 
be, Heb. 6. 16. nor were there indeed any valid ſecurity in 
a promilfory Oath, fince a ſucceeding Oath to the contra- 
ry, or ſetting limits, conditions or-exceptions to the for 
mer fnight renew the ſtrife, and deftroy.or diminiſh the, 
ſecurity thereof; ſo that no Engagemeut, Cavenant, Pro- 
teſtation or Oath of Abjuration, contrary to the Oaths of 
Supremacy or Allegiance can be taken, without an horrid. 
fin againſt God, expoſing the ſoul unto his ecernall wrath, 
Or can it be at all of any force againſt them, though they 


ſhould be never fo oft taken : neither ean that limitation. 


in the Covenant , wherein they oblige themſelves co the 


preſervation of the King , in the maintenance of the true. 


roteftant Religion , the nos of Parliament, and 


the Liberty of the SubjeCt,limit or abate the force of thoſe. 
abſolute/oblizations , whereby all Subjefts are obliged to. 
the King and his lawful Heirs and Succeſſors , which are. 
upon them by the Oarths of Supremacy and Allegiance; 


but agfuch limitacions look very unhandſomely ; ſo they

Obfer.VfAI. That in the firſt clauſe.of the Oath of: Supree 
macy,the King is utterly. and conſcientiouſly declaredand 
acknowledged upon Qath , to be the onely ſupream Goe 
vernour of this Realm , and of all other his Majeſties Do- 
minions and Countries , as.-well in Spiritual and Eccleſia. 
Rical things or cauſes, fas Temporal : Mark the ſupreme 
Governour, therefore.he hath none above him , not bue 
that heand his great Counſell together may have power 
to do more than he can do alone; but thar none can a& 
abovehim in oppoſition unto him. Secondly, The onely 
ſupreme Governor; therefore, there is none equall unto 
him: This admits of no rivall in ithe,Throne, this ex- 
cludes not orhers fromGovernment,as.his ſubordinate In- 
fruments;nor doth ic exclude others from being necellary 
aſliſtanrs unto him in ſame a&s of Government:as the ma- 
king of newLaws,& the abrogation of thoſe that have been.

X. That where the people ofthe Land do pro- 
miſe from henceforth, That is for ever to bear faith and 
true allegianceto the Kings Highneſs, his heires and law-

| O®frve, That the Nation by this Oath, doth de- by 
clare, before Gol and the workd ; the powerof b 
kingly Government,is that which is eſtabliſhed by Law in g 
this Nation; and over that andall other the Kings Domi- I 
nions, and that therfore the introducing of another form : 
of Government, is contrary to the Law and conſtitution 
ofthis Nation , which the people are bound to. maintain, 
a. That this Regal and Kingly office is ſeated perſonal=- 
ly in the King for the time being, who according to the 
Law of this Nation. is ſaid never to-die-, but is preſently 
upon'his death revived, as to this kingly right and office: 
in him alſo,who is the next heir to the Crown. 

3. That by the expreſs words alſo of this Oath,theNation. 
and the People thereof, doth not onely declare; That the 
faid King for the time being is lawful and righcful King of 3 
this Realm, and all other ſis Majeſties dominions and 
Countries, and.therefore not a*King of courteſy , or du= 
ante bene placita: duripg pleaſure ; no nor yet quamidiu ſe 
bene gefſerit, as long as he {i wry himſelf well in his of= 
fice, and be free from exception from the multitude, or.

rions againſt the Ruler: Befides that a Government ofa 
people is attended with ſo many difficulties , that there 
muſt needs be failings, and ſome real miſcarriages: In ſo 
miuchzthat a people that will bear with no infirmities, nor 
miſcarriages in Governours,muſt upon the matter reſolve 
to endure none atall, and there is no miſcarriage equall 
uvto that.
